University of Pennsylvania Gradu-
ates Hear Some Startling Sate-
ments Concerning Politics.

TOLD TO GO IN AND WIN

Assured That They Can Become
Leaders if They Will Enter
Polities and Wage
Holy War.

Philadelphia, June 13.—In his bacca-
laureste sermon to the gradvating
class of the University of Pennsylva-
nia, the Rev. William C. Richardson
of St. Louis Protestant Episcopal
church one of the most wealthlest and
fashionable in this city, has denounced
the method of filling Senator Quay's
seat by appointment as an encroach-
ment on freedom. About 200 students
and trustees of the university heard
the sermon. “It fs the power of you
young men," he sald, “to reform these
conditions, Go Into politics and be-
come leaders. When the professors
and students of our great universities
assume control we shall have justice
in our government. Not only are po-
litical questions dependent upon your
attitude,
to modify the conditions that now pre-
vail In connection with the terrible
divorce question.

“Can mere legislation cure this
evil?™ he sald, “Not until the wvery
roots of the plant of life are poliuted.”

“People must be shown different
ways of making money and of spending
it: they must be shown the evil re-
sulting from a lust of gain. The older
generation cannot Influence but young
men can.

WILL HOLD SERVICES.

To Commemorate Beginning of Digging
of Great Ditch.

New York, June 13.—Elaborate cere-
monles to be held simultaneously at
New York, Buffalo and all large cities
and towns along the line of the Erie
canal are belng planned by the Canal
Assoclation of Greater New York to
commemorate the beginning of work
on the 1000-ton barge canal, through
money appropriated by the legislature,
It i probable that the date of August
16 will be selected. A meeting has been
ealled to which representatives of the
Mercantile and Trade Associntions of
this city have been Invited for the pur-
pose of arranging detalls, The celebra-
tion Is designed, It j8 understood, to
be as far ns possible on the lines of the
original canal .celebration of July 4,
1817, when the ground was broken for
the Erle canal.

Aged Minister Dead.

Chicago, June 13.—The Rev. Willlam
Lee Jones, a Baptist minister, who has
been engaged in church womk in Illi-
nols, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Ken-
tucky, Maryland and New Jersey since
1860, Is dead at the BEnglewood hospita)
as the result of an operation. He was
a veteran of the Mexican war and of
the civil war, He was 73 years old.

WILL GO TO JAPAN.

Submarine Boat Will Sink a Few Rue-
sian Boats.

New York, June 13.—Tt 1s definitely
stated here that Japan will be the most
ultimate destination of a submarine
boat which is now being carrled across
the Atlantic on the deck of the Nor-
weglan steamer Fortuns, about which

much mystery has been made during
the past week. The boat was bullt
by an American firm. It is sald to have
been sold to private persons for §250,-
000 and by them shipped to a private
firm in Suez. The second purchase
will, it is understood, turn the boat over
to ngents of the Japanese government.
When the Fortuna sailed here papers
gave Cork as the destination of the
vessel.

GOING BACK TO DENVER.

Cripple Creek Miners Talk Freely of
Their Wrongs.

Denver, June 13.—The Cripple Creek
unlon miners deported to the Kansas
line by order of Adjutant General Bell
are beginning to arrive here. About
1§ have already reached this clty,
among them John Comstock, who sald
In an interview:

“We are all safe, I guess. We got off
at Holly, as has beén told, and those
people certainly treated us fine. They
feasted us and we have only thanks
for them. I have not thought of
whether or not I will return to the
camp. The question has never come up
as yet. No:; we did not suffer much,
because the people everywhere out
there took us In and did all they could
for us."

All Metal

Gigantic Scheme of Rockefeller
to Get Control of All Metal Pro-
ducts in the Country.

New York June 13.—In connectlon
with its prediction of a gigantic com-
bination in the mnear future all the
valuable mineral properties in  the
United States, with the possaible excep-
tion of the Calumet and Heela coppér
properties, in upper Michigan, the
World says:

“Within the past 10 days John D.
Roekefeller has taken up personally the
task which has been left to his brother
Willlam and to H. H. Rogers, who have
beén conspleuously (dentified with the
mineral Interests of the Standard Of)
caplitalists,

“In Colorado, David Moffatt and
Dennls guulvan of the First Natlonal
bank of Denver, have pald out many
millions In the last six years for mines,
and are sald to have 70 per cent of the
producing gold, silver and lead mines
of the middle Rocky mountain district,

“Henator Clark, owner of the United
Verde copper mines of Arizona, and
with large holdings In many of the
Amalgamated Copper Company's in-
terests in Montana, has been working
with Mr. Rogers for several years, The
éxtenslve placer gold Interests of
southern California, controlled by the
southern Californla banks, are In such
condition that they can be taken over
at any time,

F. A. Heinze has been In the city
for several weeks.

Mra,
Woods, who was 72 years old, had been
M for some time and was reconclled to
death, but hoped to reach her home
here before the end came, S8he was the
wife of Alonzo M. Wood, and one of her
daughters is the wife of Governor
Frank White of North Dakota.
